A 31-count indictment was

turned before federal Judge John 
P. Barnes by a grand jury which' 
spent 12 weeks since Feb. 12 in- 
vestigating affairs of Tucker and 
his corporation. 


Maximum possible penalties for 


conviction under 
the 
indictment 


would amount to 155 years 
im- 


prisonment and $60.000 in fines for 
each of the eight defendants.

five of violating regulations of the 
securities and exchange 
commis- 


sion and one of conspiracy.

—An air force court martial con- 
victed Delbert E. Hill today of de- 
sertion for his four-year absence 
as "Donna Delbert," girl fire-eater 
on the English music hall stage.

Pittsburgh, June 10 —(/P)— Most 


of the nation's 450,000 coal miners 
entered the pits today for the last 
full production day in at least a 
week, wondering when they would 
return. 


President John L. Lewis of the 


united mine workers has ordered a 
cessation of mining for one week 
starting Monday to stabilize 
the 
industry. 
Since 
most 
m i n e r s 
are now scheduled to return 
to 
work. Their 10-day paid vacation 
)egins under the current contract. 
They'll get $100 each for that vaca- 
ion—nothing for next week. 


Now miners are 
wondering if 
something 
will happen 
to keep 


them idle during those five d'ays. 
There is also'the possibility that 
many mine operators may not care 
to re-open their pits for the five 
day period. Once, down, mines re- 
quire certain preparatory and in- 
spection work before resuming pro- 
duction. Operators may stay closed 
and save doing those chores-twice. 
Another factor which adds doubt 


is the progress of contract negotia- 
tions. 


Lewis' n e g o t i a tions with the 
Southern coal operators have been 
recessed until Tuesday. The talks 
so far have 
accomplished 
little. 
Failure to sign a pact by the end 
or the vacation period is expected 
to bring on another walkout. 


U. S. Steel corp. had agreed to 
start contract talks with the UMW 
Monday in Philadelphia. But since 
U. S. Steel, owner of extensive min- 
ing properties, in the past has re- 
fused to talk 
contract 
during a 
strike, the coal industry wondered 
if the negotiations would begin. 
U. S. Steel said the question "has
